XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W..S. Watt.) 
WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of October, November, December, and year 1937. 


October.—Except in the West Kimberley and the De Grey Divisions the rainfall in 
Western Australia in October was below normal in every meteorological division. In the 
Agricultural areas, the shortages ranged from 77 per cent. on the north coast to 10 per cent. 
on the south coast, while in the pastoral districts south from the tropics the largest deficit 
(65 per cent.) was recorded in the south-east and the smallest (6 per cent.) in the Eucla 
Division, 

The deficits in the tropics varied in amount from 75% in the East Kimberley Division 
to 13% in the North Kimberley. The De Grey Division, however, received 48% more rain 
than was usual in October, and the West Kimberley Division also reported a surplus. 


The continued shortage of rain in a large portion of the more inland pastoral areas 
was perhaps the least satisfactory feature of the month’s weather. The absence of good 
finishing rains in the northern and eastern portions of the wheatbelt was also disappoint- 
ing. Elsewhere, however, the rainfall, though mostly below normal, was fairly substantial 
in amount, and was probably sufficient for present requirements. 

The month’s temperatures were mostly above normal, and at times moderate heat- 
waves extended over considerable areas south from the tropic. In the tropics, and 
especially in the Pilbara Division the march of the season was manifested in some fairly 
lengthy periods of temperatures exceeding 100 degrees. 

On the month’s isobaric charts, there was an absence of the combination of tropical 
and southern rainstorm types usually associated with sub-tropical rains south from the 
tropic. Individual southern depressions, however, at times penetrated far inland and caused 
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rain over large areas, chiefly in the South-West quarter of the State, but, without the aid 
of a marked inflow of moist tropical air, these rain systems yielded chiefly light rains, ex- 
cept in the more south-westerly and southerly parts of the State. 


In Perth the month’s rainfall of 148 points was 72 points below the average for 
October. Temperatures in the city varied from 44.8 deg. on the morning of Oetober 14 
to 91.5 deg. on the afternoon of October 31. 


The main rainfall in the various meteorological divisions compared with the average

November.—The development of several monsoonal rainstorms, which proved to be 
most rain-productive in their later stages while passing over the southern half of the 
State, and the resulting widespread occurrence of thunderstorms and of falls of hail, 
together with a fairly general excess of rainfall south from the tropic, were the outstand- 
ing features of the month’s weather. 


In the several districts the heaviest rainfall registrations were as follow:—

Over the various districts as a whole the principal surpluses were 290% in the North- 
Eastern and 216% in the Fortescue Division. Other substantial surpluses were 141% in 
the East Gascoyne Division, 125% in the South-Eastern and 97% in the North Central 
Division, and in the remaining districts which received more than their usual November 
rainfall the departures from the normal ranged from 83% in the South Central District to 
1% on the Central Coast, where many places received less than the normal rainfall. It 
was, however, chiefly in the Kimberley Division that less than the average falls for the 
month were recorded, and the deficit over the Kimberley districts as a whole amounted to 
80%. Small to moderate areas in the West Gascoyne, Fortescue, De Grey, and West Kim- 
berley Divisions experienced a rainless period. 


In Perth the month’s rainfall totalled 67 points, which is eight points less than the 
November normal. The total rainfall in the city since the beginning of the year amounted 
to 3,511 points as compared with the aggregate of 2,927 points in the same period last 
year, and with the average fall of 3,424 points for all years in the months January to 
November inclusive. 


In the agricultural districts the considerable falls of rain received were too late to be 
of benefit to the wheat crops, and in small areas damage to the wheat was caused by heavy 
falls of hail and by wind-storms, while the frequent rains also delayed harvesting at many 
places. In the pastoral country, however, the rainfall was beneficial and helped to re- 
plenish water supplies in considerable areas where a water shortage was being experienced. 
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The month’s rainfall was derived mainly from three extensive monsoonal depressions 
which were more or less rain-productive on most days in the first three weeks of the month. 
In each instance the depressions originated off the North-West coast and, drawn inland by 
a prevalence of high temperatures in the tropics, extended gradually southwards and south- 
eastwards across the State, their rain-productivity increasing as they moved southwards. 


Each of the three depressions was attended by numerous thunderstorms, and the last 
two were noteworthy for the many considerable falls of hail which attended their passage 
across the wheat-growing areas. ‘he principal hailstorm occurred at Wongan Hills on the 
afternoon of Tuesday, 23rd November, hailstones ‘‘as large as tea cups’’ destroying many 
crops and causing other damage, while at York one person was injured by lightning and 
considerable damage to property was caused by a storm. LHarly on the following day 
lightning caused a serious fire at Wilga. Elsewhere the principal storm damage which 
attended the monsoonal depressions was reported from Coolgardie and from Collie. 


Temperatures during the month were mostly above normal, and a series of very high 
registrations were reported from the Pilbarra Division and the North-West coast. In 
Perth the most noteworthy temperature recording was the minimum temperature of 76-1 
deg. on the night of Tuesday, 23rd November, this being, with only two exceptions, the 
highest minimum temperature ever recorded in Perth in November. In Perth the mean 
maximum temperature (77.1 deg.) exceeded the November normal by 1.4 deg. and the 
mean minimum temperature (58.9 deg.) exceeded the normal by 2.0 deg. 


December.—The rainfall in Western Australia in December was below normal over 
nearly all the State, the De Grey Division being the only district to report even a small 
surplus for the month. 


A rainless period was experienced in the West Gascoyne Division, and in the other 
districts as a whole the deficiencies ranged in the tropics from 50% in the Fortescue Divi- 
sion to 27% in the East Kimberley region; and in the sub-tropics from 96% in the North 
Central Division and 92% in the South Central District to 6% in the Eucla Division, The 
summer rainfall season, however, commenced fairly satisfactorily in the Kimberleys, where 
the month’s totals averaged 307 points in the East,'211 points in the North and 170 points 
in the West. Fortescue Division totals, however, were only moderate and registrations 
from the Gascoyne to the North coast were very light. In the southern part of the State 
yainfall totals averaged 60 points in the Eucla Division and 20 points in the North-East, 
but were mostly below 15 points elsewhere, and in the wheatbelt the month’s rainfall was 
almost negligible, this dryness, however, being very favourable for harvesting operations. 


In Perth rain occurred on five days and aggregated only 17 points, as compared with 
the December average of 57 points. 


The partial failure of the month’s rainfall was associated with the comparative free- 
dom from sustained heatwave development over any considerable area of the State, and 
to the consequent weakness of the resultant indraft of moist air from the tropics. The 
frequent high temperatures in the northern and north-western tropics, however, produced 
a moderate inflow of moist north-westerly winds which yielded the moderate rains experi- 
enced there, and the subsequent movement of the heat-caused depressions to the south-east 
of the State was associated with some widespread but rather light rains, but the south-west 
quarter of the State was but little affected by these storms. 


The nearest approach to high temperatures widespread and sustained enough to develop 
an important monsoonal rainstorm was in evidence from December 19th to December 21st, 
when the area experiencing temperatures exceeding 100 deg. extended southwards to the 
wheatbelt, the Coolgardie Goldfields and later to Eucla. The anticyclone following the 
heat-caused depression, however, lacked intensity and the heatwave was displaced with 
widespread but chiefly only light rains in the sub-tropics. 


Individual high temperatures were most in evidence at Marble Bar, which on 18 days 
was the hottest town in Western Australia, and where 110 deg. was reached or exceeded 
on 10 days and the maximum temperature of 118 deg. was recorded on December 9th. At 
Winning Pool 110 deg. was recorded on one day and 112 deg. on three days. South from 
the tropic the highest temperature was 110 deg. at Eucla on December 2ist. 


Temperatures in Perth ranged from 52.4 deg. on December 12th to 92.8 deg. on 
December 26th. The mean maximum temperature (79.1 deg.) was 2.1 deg. below the 
average, and the mean minimum temperature (60-0 deg.) 0.9 deg. below the average. The 
mean temperature (69.6 deg.) was 1.5 deg. below the average.

Year.—The rainfall in Western Australia in 1937 was below normal almost generally 
throughout the State. 


In the tropies the only districts which received more rain than usual comprised a small 
area in the vicinity of Wyndham in the North Kimberley Division, a narrow belt extending 
along the North-West coast from near Mardie to the vicinity of Exmouth Gulf, and a 
moderate area extending along the North-West coast from Port Hedland to Anna Plains 
and inland to Nullagine and Bonny Downs. South from the tropic surpluses were limited 
chiefly to a moderate area extending southwards from Kalgoorlie to Esperance, Hopetoun, 
and thence westwards to Nyabing and Lake Grace, but a few very small areas in the 
South-West and including the metropolitan district and Albany also reported a surplus. 


Average seasonal conditions were approximated most closely in the De Grey Division, 
where monthly surpluses and deficits were of equal frequency and the rainfall for the year 
was only 2% below normal. The South Central Division also recorded an equal number of 
monthly rainfall surpluses and deficits and its total rainfall was only 5% below normal, 
but the remarkable dryness of July was a seasonal peculiarity which affected this district 
in common with all the southern half of the State. 


Over the various districts as a whole the principal deficits ranged as follows:—Tropi- 
cal Divisions: From 33% in the West Kimberley Division to 2% in the De Grey Division. 
Sub-tropics: From 38% in the West Gascoyne Division and 30% in the North Central 
Division to 5% in the South Central Division. 


As regards yearly totals over districts as a whole it is noteworthy that the rainfall 
has now been to some extent below normal for at least three successive years in every 
Western Australian district situated south from the tropic. On the South Coast the rainfall 
has been below normal for four successive years, in the South-East for six successive years, 
and in the Eucla Division for ten successive years. 


The yearly rainfall totals for 1937 do not in all cases indicate the relative seasonal 
conditions experienced. For example, the North Kimberley Division (where the year's 
rainfall exceeded the average) experienced one of the worst seasons on record as the very 
heavy rains of January were followed by eleven months in almost all of which the rainfall 
was much below normal. In the wetter portions of the wheatbelt the moderate shortages 
experienced were probably beneficial to the wheat crops, while in the drier areas the rain- 
fall, though markedly deficient, included some very opportune falls and a good season 
might have been experienced but for the phenomenal dryness which prevailed in July. 


The year commenced auspiciously as regards tropical rains, the North-West monsoon 
being active and causing moderate to large rainfall surpluses generally in the North, rivers 
being flooded, and pastures greatly improved. On the North-West coast, a two years’ 
drought was broken by a ‘‘willy willy’’ which occasioned no great damage and passed 
overland bringing good rains to the Pilbara Divisions, the Northern Goldfields and portions 
of the Ashburton and East Gascoyne Districts. The Northern and the Coolgardie Gold- 
fields and the Esperance district benefited. 


February was, however, very dry almost generally, but another ‘‘willy willy’’ 
developed and passed southwards along the coast from the North-West Cape to Cape 
Leeuwin, causing some moderate rains chiefly in the West Gascoyne Division. Tempera- 
tures were above normal, 
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March was noteworthy for another tropical depression which, moving inland and 
ultimately meeting cold south-easterly winds from the Bight, caused heavy thundery rains 
on the Coolgardie goldfields and southern agricultural districts, some washaways occurring 
on the transcontinental railway line. 

The wheat-growing season opened unfavourably in April, owing to persistent anti- 
cyclonic obstruction of the southern rainstorms and high temperatures and dry conditions 
prevailed until a combination of tropical and southern rainstorms about the middle of the 
month yielded opportune rains which were adequate except in the far north-east and east 
of the wheatbelt. The north-eastern tropics also fared well. 

May rains were fairly satisfactory in southern districts as a result of heavy and 
opportune rains about the middle of the month, but the seasonal outlook became less satis- 
factory after a moderate rain shortage in June in which month severe frosts caused damage 
to fruit and vegetables as far northwards as Carnarvon. 

Conditions became critical when the following month proved to be one of the driest 
Julys ever experienced in a large portion of the wheatbelt. 

Again seasonal conditions fluctuated, August rains being fortunately very satisfactory 
in most of the South-West quarter of the State, but the good following rains needed in 
September were not forthcoming and the wheat crop became more than usually dependent 
upon the October rainfall, which, though below normal, was adequate in the older portions 
of the wheatbelt, and though much below normal almost generally elsewhere was sufficient 
to maintain most crops in the outer wheatbelt. 

November was noteworthy for copious rains almost generally south from the tropic. 
Thunderstorms also were unusually frequent and some destructive hail and wind storms 
occurred in the agricultural areas. 

The last month of the year was marked by a considerable rainfall shortage, accom- 
panied, however, in the sub-tropics by temperatures mostly below normal as a result of 
persistent southerly winds. 

The following is a list of the more noteworthy meteorological events of the year:— 

January: ‘‘ Willy willy’’ on the North-West coast. End of two years’ drought in 
the North-West. 

February: ‘‘Willy willy’’ on the North-West and West coasts caused considerable 
damage. 

March: Flood rains and washaways on the East-West railway near Kalgoorlie. 
Aurora Australis seen from Cape Leeuwin. 

April: Abnormally hot month early, opportune agricultural rains later. 

May: Severe gales on coast Perth to Eucla. 

June: Severe frosts in western sub-tropies. Forty-year record in June floods on 
the Ord, Negri, and Bow Rivers, North Kimberley Division. 

July: Perth maximum temperature of 73.0 deg. on July 11th, highest July read- 
ing since 1924. Severe gales on south-west and south coasts. Driest July on 
record in large portion of wheathelt. 

August: Gales off south-west coast. Opportune rains in wheatbelt. 

September: Severe cold wave in the South-West. Snowfalls on the Stirling Range. 

October: Aurora Australis observed from Fremantle and Bridgetown, 

November: Widespread and severe hailstorms in the wheatbelt. Minimum tem- 
perature at Perth on November 23rd (76.1 deg.), third highest ever recorded 
in November. 

December: Unseasonably low temperatures in the South-West.
